This is in response to the Power of Attorney, filed The Power of Attorney in this 

application is not accepted because applicant has not complied with 37 CFR 1.32(b). 

As a result of a revision of the patent rules relating to powers of attorney, a power of attorney filed 
on or after June 25, 2004 must either appoint: 

a) One or more joint inventors; OR 

b) Those registered practitioners associated with a Customer Number; OR 

c) Ten or fewer patent practitioners, either in the power of attorneyjtself, or by a listing in 
a separate paper accompanying the power of attorney, as explained below. - ! -
